SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording, Untitled, other known title Pain by Lana/Interlude, is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording includes depictions of a man deriving sexual satisfaction by 
suffering pain. A disciplinarian ties the man's genitals with rope and gently pokes them 
with a chop-stick like implement. The man becomes sexually aroused and 
masturbates himself. The impact of such depictions is significant but is mitigated to a 
certain extent by the fact that the activity takes place in a controlled bondage and 
discipline (B & D) role-play relationship. 

The video recording also contains depictions of sexual activity in a B & D context that 
degrade, dehumanise and demean the submissive participants. The submissives are 
instructed to submit to degrading and dehumanising activities, such as being tied and 
whipped, and imitating the behaviour of animals, thus demeaning themselves. Such 
depictions are mitigated to a certain extent due to the safe and consensual role-play 
nature of the relationships. 

The video recording also includes depictions of sexual activity such as masturbation 
and cunnilingus, and full body nudity. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) applies to this video 
recording and has been balanced against the criteria as discussed in section 3(3) and 
section 3(4) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The 
classification given to the video recording is a restriction on the right to freedom of 
expression that is considered to be both reasonable and justified, as outlined in section 
5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
